Man who Made the Whole English- 


Speaking World Laugh has 
Passed Away. 


Redding, Conn., April 22.—Mark 
Twain is dead. 

He passed away without pain at 6:22 
o'clock last evening in his country 
home, “Stromfield.” back in the wild 
tamarack hills, For five hours— he 
had been unconscious and the end was 


almost unnoticeable. It was simply a 


cessation of pulse and respiration. 
At his bedside were his only living 


child, Clara, whois the wife of Ossip 


Cabrilowitsch, the Russian pianist; 
Albert Bigelow. Paine, his secretary 
and literary executor, who was al- 
most a son to‘him; Doctors Edward 


Quintard and Robert Halsey, the heart 


specialists, who had kept him alive 
by stimulants for nearly 24 hours; and 
“Old Kat,” who for thirty years had 
been his housekeeper. 

His Jast words were spoken at one 
o'clock to his daughter, what ihey 
were she alone heard, for they were 
faint and almost inarticulate. Unable 
then to speak ‘he grasped a pad and 
pencil—the instinct to write seeming 
to dominate even in the face of ap- 
proaching senselessness. 

He traced the words “Give me my 
glasses,” and with the spectacles ad- 
justed he gazed at the paper, placed 
his pencil to it as though to put down 
some farewell message, then his 
strength waned and the writing ma- 
terials slipped from his grip. 

He smiled wearily at- his daughter, 
then his head sank back to the pillow 
and he lapsed into a coma which end- 
ed in death. 

He will be buried in the family 
cemetery at Elmira, New Jersey, at a 
date to be fixed later, owing to the 
fact that a large number of driends 
from all parts of the States will be 
anxious to attend the funeral ser- 
vices.
